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to have found itamuch other things than they imagined,though 
related to them viva voce, by thofe who had formerly been 
there. 

I fhall add, that the whole country from the very Walls of 
Catania to 20. miles on this fide is full of thofe old Sc'urri , which 
former Eruptions hiv-caft forth^ though the peopleremew- 
ber none fo bigg as this laft, or that burft out fo low. This 
Country is notwithftnding well cultivated and inhabited; for 
length of rime h uh either mollified m< ch of thofe old Sciarri^ or 
new mould or allies have overgrown them 5 though there (hi! 
rema : n> much Country, winch, it may be, wi.I never be mid: 
ferviceable. 

What is the perpendicular bight ofthis Mountain, I cannot- 
learn, U cmnot perhaps be rightly taken, being fo fubjeft to 
alter its height and ih ipe. But it is a very goodly Mountain to 
look upon, as one palfcsby Sz a to the Eaft-ward,(landing alone 
byitfelf, rifing from the very fhore; and at fhorceft paffigeis 
reckoned 20. miles up to the top, though from Catania it hath 
50. miles,as before.

I N the beginning of this Difcomfe the Auhor reprefents,thit 
thofe, who fearchafter folid knonledge, will find nothing 
farisfi&ory in all that hath been hitherto written concerning the 
2r.x'in : that all, which Anatomifts agree in , is only, that it 
confifts of cwo Subfianc s, a White and a G'ayifh,and that the 
former is continued with the Nerves, that are diftributtd 
through the whole B >dy 5 and the latter ferves in fome places 
for a kind of Cortex to the white, and in others, fevers the 
white filaments from one another. But that they are yet igno- 
ranc, what thofe fubftences are; in what manner the Nerves 
are Joyned ia th z Whiter and how fare their extreamities ad¬ 
vance in it; from which difpofidon yet depends all the diver¬ 
sity and variety of our fenfaticns and motions. Andasfor 
the Ventricles or Cavities of die Brain, he affirrass them to be 
ao lets unknown , dim es Subfbnce) fome Anatomifts lodg¬ 
ing 
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ing in them the Spirits, others malting them the receptacles of 
the Excrements of the Brain r and both p»rpWr aifrv?^ 
the fourceand Iffiie of the Excrements, and the Spirits,and the 
manner of the produd'onof the latter. 

BcfiJes this, he finds a great deleft in the way of diffe&iog 
the B ain, and having fliewed the imperfection in the common 
ways, hepropofrsana recommends that ( though difficult one) 
of continuing the filaments or threds of the Nerves through the 
Subftinceofthe B.ain, to fee, where they pafs, and where 
they terminate. 

N xc, he entertains the Reader with an Enumeration of the 
chki-Erwr >f A latomift ioachmgthebnin. And here he ex¬ 
amine particularly the $> ftemeso Dr. Willis and Monfieur Des- 
Cartes. 1 1 th ~ former he rk w fpecul notice, that the Author 
the- ' oHodges Vw Common Senfe in the corpus Striatum-, the I magi- 
nation io the Corpus CalUfnm $ mi the Memory in the Graytfh Sub- 
(lance which emompafies the white. But then he declares, that 
thefe affections are very obnoxious 5 for,whereas Dr. Willis def- 
crib s that Corpus (Iriatum , asif there mere two fo tsof Streaks 
or Rays, fomeafceticing, fome cefcending, he fine’s, that a 
reparation b ing made of the (Trvybocy from the White , thofe 
Rays will be found to be all of the fimemture, tha: is, they 
make part of the White fubfttnee of th c Corpus Calloftm which 
paff'es towards the Mirrow of the Bick, feparated in divers 
Layers , by the intervening of the GrayijlsS i'oR.mce. Which 
being fo, faith he , with whit certainty can we be made to be¬ 
lieve, that thofe th ee Op-rat o as are performed in thofe three 
Bodies ? And who can te i u<, whether the nerve uv fibres have 
their beginning in the Streaked Tody , or whether they rather 
pais through the Callous Body into the Gray Sub (lancet 

In the latter of M. Des Cartes , he finds, that tint Philo- 
fiiphtr hath rather d.vifed, in his Trcatifeof Man, fitch an En¬ 
gine, that performs all the aftions, Men are capable of, than 
deferibed Mm, areally he is 5 which heundertaketh to p ave 
by div rs inftinces, t. k;n from tire Cartefi.m fiihrick of the 
parts of the Brain; in the doing of which our Author thovves 
great dexterity,skill, and accurarenes. And from hence he 
prcceecs, 
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To obferve the want of exa&nefs in the Cutts or Figures filth* 
erto givi n of the Brain: and althoegh he acknowledgtth,that the 
heft Figures, hitherto made of that part, are thofe of Dr. Wil¬ 
lis , yet he finds leveral faults committed here and there, 
and conceives, there are many things to be added for making 
them perfed: which certainly this able Anatomift will confider 
further, and according to his Ingenuity, as he (hall fee caufe, 
redlify, if the Author of the Book, neffe&ed on , prevent 
him not. 

Having thus difcuffed the hitherto pra&ifed way of differing 
the Brain, and the litle light to be derived thence, together 
with the defedlivenefs of the Figures belonging thereto, he Iea- 
vtth it to the Con fideration of Judicious men, what faith is to 
be given to the Explications made uponfuch unfolid foundati¬ 
ons ^ and that done, he declares, which are the two only ways 
for attaining the true knowledge of an Engine 5 w. by 
having the contrivance of it discovered by the Aucht r himfelf; 
the ether, by taking it in pieces to the very leaft parts, and 
examining them all both feveraily and joyntly. The former 
not being to be expe&ed , he excites the Lovers of real kn ow¬ 
ledge to the careful performance of the latter 5 excufing in the 
meantime thofetv/oforts ofperfons , that hitherto have ad¬ 
duced themfeIves to Anatomical refearches, viz. Phyfttians 
and chirurgiens , for not having made fatisfa&ory difeoveries 
by their labors, and alieacging on their behalf their want of 
time requifitefor this purpofe 5 the ill confequence of which he 
reprefents to be, that they often undertake to cure a Body, of 
which they know net the Scru&ure, which is no better, X faith 
he ) then if a man would repair or wind up an Engin, the parts 
of which he is ignorant of. And as for Profeffors of Univer¬ 
sities or other Schools, he Judges them not fo proper for that 
particular application, and the variety of methods of differing 5 
both which is neceffary for examining every the fmalleft part, 
and the obferveables thereof 5 there being fometimes required 
whole years for finding out one onely thing , that perhaps may 
aftei wards be demonftrated 10 others in one hour 5 which he ex- 
emplifyes by divers infhnces of Difeoveries, made by feme 
of the modern Anatomifts, 
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He concludes h;'s Difcourfe by recommending the method 
which feems beft and moft convincing to him, for making true 
Difcoveries in Anatomy ; where he advifeth, that for obtai¬ 
ning the true hiftory of the parts, we (hould examineand accor¬ 
dingly draw them in that 5 cate,in which they are found naturally, 
without at all forcing them 5 thereby to find, whether the parts 
are indeed joyned together or feparated, and what fituation is 
afligned them by Nature itfelf. Where he defires, that the 
Anatomift would not only be intent upon the part, on which 
he is for the prefent employed, but alfo refled upon all the Ope¬ 
rations, he hath made before he came to that part, which may 
have caufed forre change or other in the fame, as to ifs fcituati- 
on, connexion fre. Of which he alfo allec'ges divers Exam¬ 
ples,efpecialy as to the Brain. 

Befides this exad attention on all the Operations, he further 
ccunfels the Change of the wajs of Differing, and deduceth 
the ill confequences of binding ourfelves to certain fixt Laws of 
diffeding each part; this benefit re fulting from that Change, 
that if it doth not always difcover fomething new,it lets us know 
at leaft, whether we have been deceived in what we have feen 
formerly, efpecially in things dubious and contefted. Of the 
neceffity of this Change he brings manifeft proofs; and having 
donefo, he alledges the reafon why he fays nothing of the Ufe 
of the parts of the Brain,nor of the adions called Animal', it being 
impolfible to explain the motions,that are made by an Engin, 
if the artifice of the parts be not known,and thofe Anatomifts 
rendring themfelves ridiculous, that difcourfe fo magifterially 
of the Ufe of the parts,of which they know not the ftrudure. 

Laft of all, he obferves, that when all this, he hath difcour- 
fed of,«r done,that is but the leaft of what is to be done, in regard 
that for the acquiring of fome good Knowledge of the Brain a 
there muft be Diffedioas and Examinations made of as many 
Heads, as there are different fpeciesls of Animals, and different 
States and Conditions of each kind 5 fines that in the fetuSs of 
Animals it will be feen,How the Brain is formed; and what could 
not be feen in found and entire drains, may be feen infuch, as 
have been changed by ficknefs. 

H,lnftead of ih?§thtr Book, of which we purpofed to give here 
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au A ceompt, we find our felves oblieged foinewhat to enlarge that which 
was, for want of more leifure, too curforily g ven in Numb. 49. of 
Dr , Wittics Anfvaer to Hydrologia Chymica , concerning the S car brow 
Sp.iw. To do therefore right to this Worthy perfon , we ought among 
other things to take notice of what be faith in his Preface •, That when he 
firjl vttbltjhedhis Rook., he had found the Scarbrough Spaw, evenin 20.years 
Experience,to be eminently fuccesful in the • Cure of very many difcafes,which 
had ref fled all rational Methods, that had been ufed either by hi-mft'f, or 0- 
thers of his Facuity. That now hit PraUice had been near 30. years, and 
that mw he can add Jome confiderable Cures, which ht hath not hitherto 
exprejfed. 

Now to follicit this Learned Doftor' and others for theit farther Difco- 
very’s of Sanative Waters, and to add weighc to the Argument ^ we may 
obferVe<, that A. 1634. Dr. Tholias Whitaker, aifamous Phyfitian of 
iVcrBw/^Publiftied in Englifh a difeourfe n -.ex or Of Drink¬ 

ing Mineral Waters ; particularly refleding upon a Mineral Water then 
difeoveredin Norfolk., and producing the Joynt-advice of all Antiquity 
(as he pretends,) at lea ft of the beft Writers, nirrrelyof Hippocrates, 
Galen , .Avicenna &c. generally t gainfl all ufe of Mineral Waters either 
to be taken inwardly, or for any outward application. This Difcourfe 
is reemmended by the exprefs approbation and elogiesof Dr William Cle¬ 
ment , Fellow and Regifler of the Colledge of Phyfitians in London, and 
by Dr. Alex. Read Fellow ofthef me Colledge. 

This may give fit Caution againft the rafh Ufeot luch Waters, when 
ordinary" Medians.tnay be effedual • and to take the advice,of skilful 
Phyfitians in tli.e Ufe "of them. And for the Poor , which are not able 
to retain Phyfitians, nor to pay Apothecaries, they mull abide the ad- 
ventu e of repairing to thofe kind Fountains, which doe not unfrequently 
cure, when all other cofily and tedious Methods doe faile. And here 
they may find the Suffrage of many Curious and inquifitive Authors, and 
the evidence of much Experience: Here, they may lee the real and great 
performances of Cures, and, what are the particulr Cures,. what the 
pArricuUr Ingredients, and wfnt the mixtures, together with the feveral 
ways of Analysing the Waters 0 c. 

As to tlie Sanative Properties in general of many Minerall Fountains 
(betides the numerous Experiments of all forts of people for many Ages 
iri fotrre places, andoflate difcovAy in other places ) Dr, wittie recites 
the Judicious'teftuhony of jx. French and or Dean concerning the 
it nar thorough Spaw •, Doctor Jorddn concerning fife Baths in Somerfet- 
fhire , Dr .Heeds Spadocrene ; Do< 5 fjr Frambefarius and Dr. Ryetius 
of tlie Sauvcnir in-Germany, Dr. Fallopius Ac 't herm, Aquis and the 
Sp .vs in Germany and Rome, de Lalneo Aponitano , and the water at 
C oef oat O'fnch waters in general, faraC'lfys and Helmont : And this 
D r A’crV nation ct S'lf: 'Mmpds WellnlCcthg/ave; To which we 
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may now add Aflrap- well in Northampton, lately difcovered, together 
with that at Stall-bridge in Somerfetfnire, which laft begins alfo to be in 
high efieem for extraordinary Cures of the Scorbute , A'fthma &c whirl), 
betides common fame.is (as we were frefhly informed by a worthy friend) 
attefted by Dt. Highmore , who affirmes alfo upon his own Tryal, that 
it hath a larger proportion of the Minerals, than A [trap- water; but 
that the force holds not, if removed from the Spring-head. .And Dr, 
IVitise luthhimfeif fufficiently aflerted the Vercues of the Scarborough- 
Spaw ; and particularly, that it cure d the Afthma , Inveterate Catlwrs , 
Heclicks, Confumptions,Scurvy, Dyopfy , and other difeafes, when they" 
feemed incurable: That an Alderman of Hull ( to whom himfelfand the fa¬ 
mous Dr. Pr.mrofe , were, 15. years agoe, joynrly Phyfitians for the 
Afthma) hid in few diys period cure by the Spaw,and is yet living to 
vouch the teftimony.-'So that all the neighbourhood aretiugheby frequent 
experience tofing the old Song of Claudian, which he made for his Avonuh 
Publica morberum requiet, commune medentum 
Auxilitm , prafens Numen , inempta Salus. 

And this, old Record may put us in mind, that lofty Groves and hea¬ 
ring fountains have been reputed Holy inold times, and we cm fliow the 
Hofpicals,wbich have been long agoe built and endowed on purpofe to en- 
tertain the poor piiTengers in their travels to fuch waters. Tins I had not 
here mentioned,but to introduce our Authors Weighty remark; That thefe 
Waters loofe all their virtues, yea their quantity and bulk alfo, though'm 
GlaiTes,and under the Hermetick Seale, if removed from the Fountain- 
head that then they became fuddenly putrid, ill-colored, looting thetaR 
andf nt, and being very noxious,and begetting the J undife and worfe di¬ 
feafes The-like is affirmed by Dr French, that the Knar thorough Water ex¬ 
pires through Glafs and the firmell:Seales. And Dr. Heer affirmes of his 
Spadocrcne, that by fuch removals, illat a commnnibut nihil diferepaffe, ut 
quibm fingulis lager.it aqua vitrum ( which is guefTcd to be half a pint) <&- 
cefftrat. He adds; Decedit et'uim quantitati—Ji font hie alio transferalur - - 
quia fpiritu turgentia plus locigjuam eoprivata,occupare amant. And Fran; 
befarim reports as much of th tSauvenir., that in bottles well healed up, 
there wanted to every lagina ( fl sk ) one Glafs of its meafure ( doubdds 
through the Ioffe of the volatile Spirits. ) Here we want inilrudion, Whe¬ 
ther the decreafe was as well of Weight as of Bulk or Quantity. 

Whatever thefe Spirits be, which will neither endure to travel from the 
place, nor will be confined in any bode, not under any Seal; Dr i V it tic 
undertakes to evince by good Vroofs,and manifold indications, that thefe 
Scarborough waters have a mixture or tin&ure of Iron, Allum, Nitre, and 
probably of a fma 11 dofe of Common Salt: Nay, he affirmes punctually 
( p. 175 ; as upon his own Experiment, that 5. quarts of this water coo*, 
tain at the lead an Ounce of Minerals, and in dry years, 10. drams; 
And yet thauheuftia! dofe for women to'remove the Green fkkuefs I*. 
quarts of water, and fomerimes more, \ i.e

He further vouebeth hh own Trial Cp« 17 9 - ) that KMtshmugh water hath 2. Ouhcc 
of Salt ina Gallon, thoughitbe 40* miles diftant horn the And that he hath 
found alfo by tryal,thc 16th part ofthe Nothern 8ea water near Scarborough tobea bo¬ 
dy of Sale ( an Ounce of Salt for every pint $) and he conceives the Souther- Seas to con¬ 
tain a greater proportion of Salt, Here we muft diftinguifh , that the 2. Ounces of Salt 
above mentioned, to be found in every Gallon of l^narsberough water, belong to the 
Well there called the $ulpbur-we\\: And for the healing propertiesof the Sweet well 
(as they call the other Well at k^narsborottgh J he refers to the Ingenious and illuftrious 
Experiments of Dr. French and Dr* Dean* 

All which being confidered , we cannot but add % that whoever difeovers fuch healing 
waters, and pubiickly preferibes the fafe and right ule of them, does really diftributc 
larger aud nobler Aimes , than ifhe built and endowed a Savoy* For this prolongs life, 
and reftoreshealth j ( whchb fometimes better than life ) both to rich and Poor, to Na¬ 
tives and ftrangers , to Neighbors and TraYellors. 

We cannot take off our hands here, without annexing our Authors related Experi¬ 
ment of Carps ( p. if. J which were taken out of Ponds newly drained, and being 
pat with frefh watter into a Copper Brewing- vdlcl, to be prefervedbm for ore night, 
were all found dead in the morning. This he imputes to the poifonous fleams of the Cop¬ 
per communicated to the cold water. 

Among the Caufcs ot Hot-springs* he dethfp. 181.) alledfce a confiderable re* 
mark on an Obfervation , made by the late Lord Fairfax , of lomc heaps of White pow~ 
der, which he found fweat out of the Earth near Bath( in S'omerfetfliircJ which being 
put into the water, makes it hot* as my feif ( Jaitl) the V oft or ) did experience 5 • or 
6 . years after his Lordlhip had taken it up. 

As to his laft Experimental Demonftrations and Obfervations , How the fall of Ram 
and Snow may generally and mold frequently be the caufe of our pureft, livelieftand 
moft lading Springs , they doe all agree molt punctually in all ciicumftances, with the 
Experiencts and Obfervations cfanAntient and very W rthy Gentleman, who live* on 
the fLeof Mendiphills , and hath had his Eyes always from his Youngeft days upon 
the faire# and fulleft Sources and Amoery’j, I lay not of Mendip but I think I may 
fay of rhis Jjland* This Gent’eman hath given to a friend of his the Inftances and 
Particulars under his own hand, both for the Springs about Alendipy and in other parrs 
of Enghnd 5 and hath rmny other Antient Whnefles to joyn with him in the fame Cer¬ 
tificate. And yet D>\ iVittie attributes much ( fome will (ay, more than enough ) to 
the Converfion of Air into Water in the Subterraneous Channels: For the Iiluflration 
of which he himfeif knew a Sergeant, belonging to Hull > who in a l labile did void above 
quarts or 12. pounds of llrine every 24 hours, fr iome weeks together, till all 
his Mufculoui parts were diflolved into Urine* themeTure whereof did farr exceed the 
weight of his whole Body , and «f his Meat and Drink : In all this time he drank not; 

pints of drink,in a day. I know net whether! dare aliea lg here Sir F^nen 1 Digby't 
rel. tion, he recited of the Nun> which voided 200 po unds of Water, as from her bladder, 
every 24'. hours, for fe me weeks together : or that Older record of a fi k Maid in Italy , 
who did every day voyd $6. pints or pounds of Urine for the fpace of 60. daysjdu- 
ring which time there were colkCltd 1740. pounds ofU’inemore tfnn the weight of sli 
her Meat aaa Drink,that ihc had taken. Horum ftmilium fidcs penes Authares ej]r*
